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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In consideration of 
the after- final amendments (10/4/2010 and 8/12/2009), which have been entered, and in 
reconsideration of the prior Office Actions and responses thereto, the claimed invention is not 
expressly disclosed or fairly suggested by the prior art in that the prior art does not disclose or 
make obvious a method of treating neoplastic disease in a human or animal patient with a 
composition containing as the sole pharmacologically active components, copper gluconate or 
copper orotate; sodium salicylate, vitamin C and manganese gluconate or manganese oroate. 
Further, the combination shows unexpected activity in the treatment of cancer (See Declaration 
#1 (6/25/2008), Declaration #2 (6/25/2008), Specification, pages 9-20, Remarks (6/25/2008), 
pages 7, 8).
